It forms the basis of a 
great deal of religion the world 
over... In India, on the banks of 
the Ganges, we had an fnstanee of 
an entirely different side of wor- 
ship—intense belief in some par- 
teulay tenet, amounting to Tittle 
short of fanaticism. Here, we 
are told, thousands of pilgrims to! 
the annual llindw ceremony of 
bathing in the sacred Ganges river, 
were sinvolved in a mad rush to 
storm the barricades and be the 
first to enter the water, thergby 
hoping to attain extraordinary 
virtues, ‘The result was a serious 
crush, in which a number: of un- 
fortunate people lost their lives 
and many others were injured. 
One recalls, in this connexion, the 
former practice of “suttee,” where- 
by a widow was obliged to perish 
in the flames of her \dead huas- 
band’s funeral pyre, At ‘the basis 
was the same urge that one cun 
trace in the Ganges bathing cere- 
mony—the attainment, or’ preser 
vation, of purity, «which Hes at 
the root.of Hinduism. The Bri- 
tish authorities have stamped out 
“suttee,” as being opposed to the 
principles of humanity. Yet now 
and againsone hears of isolated 
instances of self immolation be- 
ing practised by Hindu widows 
actuated by religious fervour 
Modern thought is more charitable 
itowards differing creeds than was 
ithe ease of old, Whether Christ- 
jans or otherwise, the sanctity of 
jdoclrinal belief remains to hold 
the mind in case of crisis. + It is 
aorefuge for the harassed, ‘and 
balm. for the troubled or distress- 
ed, That is an appropriate 
thought on which to dwell during

The way to do it is to slow 
down almost to a dead stop, get 
into low, engage the clutch and 
pull out gontly rather than with

Tf the front whoold can't climb 
the rut-and, instead, let tho car 
glido slong, thero's botter chance 
of gotting out: by reversing and 
turning the front wheels just 
enough to guide the back out. 
Tho rear wheels, held. firmly ix?’ 
ono direction, ¢sn't be ‘jiggled 
back and forth by the ruts. 


The dangerous skid is the one 
happening while tho car is going 
down hill, That's dangerous be- 
causoit’s most likely to happen.

The stocking is 
done with" coaldust, which has 
been proved to be the most econo- 
mic und satisfactory fuel known: 
For the present purpose, its great 
advantage is its exceptional ad- 
aptability and enormous heating 
capacity—points’ of particular,im- 
portance in electric works because 
of the great fluctuations to which 
such works are liable. 


The method employed at Rum- 
melsburg is the so-called “Lopul- 
co” Coaldust Stocking System of 
the Berliner Kohlenseheidungsge- 
sellschaft. This German system 
is already .in use at the Paris 
Power Works in Vitry and the still 
incomplete works at Barking sin 
London.

Where 
the holes come most readily, it is 
a wise plan to tack squarcs of nvt
